• WASHINGTON, March 9 — Director 
George Otis Smith ot the United 
States Geolojrital Survey urges upon 
consumers, great and snutil, the ne- 
cessity of storing coal, as against the 
contingency ot a mine strike on April 
1. 


"At tlie present moment, when moat 


forecasts agree as to the possibility, if 
uot indeed the probability, o£ a very 
low flow of coal from the mines with- 
in tho next month, or two, is not the 
storage of coP.l demanded by every 
premise ol business logic?" asks Dr. 
Smith. 


"To put in in plain language, there 


ia lar too little real assurance ot a 
regular, continuous movement of coal 
from the mines to the boiler house 
after April 1: coal can be bought now 
in a buyers' market; it is not too late, 
even with a week in .March gone, to 
store coal against the needs of April 
and May; the larger the* tonnage of 
coal in storage April 1 the more cer- 
taia tte continuous operation of all 
industry, regardless of the rate o! 
mine output, and indeed the more 
probable the quick return, to normal 
conditions. 


"The consumer himself can do much 


\o keep tho market a buyers' market 
and he should re-alizo that what has 
hurt the country—both coal miner and 
uoal user—ia lite years has been the 
orgy of high prices for coal and the 
consequent inflation of mine labor ana 
of mine capacity which has character- 
ized each period when sellers of coal 
rather than buyers dominated the 
market. 
Thai 
kind of prosperity 


hurts everyone. 


"To stabilize the Industry, no one 


move can help more than a concen- 
trated effort of the larse consumers of 
steam coal to adequately supply them- 
selves with coal. It is true That neit 
Bummer the consumer may find in 
the bottom ot Us bins, or at the base 
of his stock-pile, a hundred or two 
hundred tons ot coai that cost him a 
few cents a ton more than the price 
then prevailing for coal o! the same 
kind, but that loss should be charged 
up to insurance. That same consumer 
doesn't compla:n when the factory ae 
insures against fire is found Intact ai 
the end ot the period covered by his 
policy. 
Continuous operation of the 


steam plant despite interrupted oper- 
ation of the coal mine is worth a 
much larger insurance premium than 
any probable difference in price of tie 
hang-over supply ot coal. 


"All this is :o obvious that the ad- 


vice may see-i unneeded. but some 
self-evident truths nave to be twice 
iold—and then told again. 


"Return? wlrch show a comfortable 


supply on the average must not. there- 
fore, I-pecio'Jily lull us into a sensp of 
security. A mlrket is no stabler than 
its least provi-ient buyers, for these 
are they who start the panic. 


"Coal insurance to be wholly effec- 


,;V(! ,,-eans not only encouraging stor- 
age ot large tonnages by the big con- 
sumers but a!?» developing a sense of 
self-reliance a:noi;s all coal consn:n- 
crs-.-large confumers and small."
